TOKYO (AP) - Through 44 


years, war and quake failed to 
destroy the Imperial Hotel. Now 
tough little Japanese workmen 
In hard hats and split-toed boots 
are doing the job with swift effl. 
ciency. 


Architects,

people who loved the place tried 
to save the old section of the 
Imperial, but in vain. Today the 
work of architect Frank Lloyd 
Wright is little more than a hol- 
low shell of broken stone and 
wmdowsills.

other establishments where drinks are 
served.

Spending for Schools 


With some of the taxpayer groups 


irately pointing to uninterrupted rises in 
the school tax rates, and some of the 
educational groups and their supporters 
complaining 
of what they regard 
as 


niggardliness in accommod?ting school bud- 
get demands, there is a chance that the 
open-minded citizen standing somewhere 
between is confused about the realities of 
the school finance record. 


In an earlier discussion in these col- 


umns we commented that Wisconsin ap- 
pears to rate reasonably well with other 
states in the aggregate of its investment of 
public funds in the school programs, in 
relation to its economic capacity. We cite 
today additional data provided by the State 
Department of Public Instruction showing 
the considerable advancements in recent 
years when measured against our own 
previous commitments and standards of 
adequacy in school-dedicated public reve- 
nues. 


Some relevant examples: 
In the decade between 1956 and 
1966, 


the total income of the people of Wisconsin 
rose by 69 per cent. Total state and local 
taxes rose 115 per cent Total cost of school 
operations rose 152 per cent. 


Perhaps more meaningful is the proof 


of a strong commitment to higher quality 
in the services of the schools, quite aside 
from the additional expenditures that could 
not be avoided because of the increase in 
the school age population in virtually all 
localities. 


During that decade the quality of 


teachers on the whole, measured by the 


sitting at the bar, in booths or at the table 
with male patrons.

Keeping this in 
mind, there is no reason why Appleton 
can't remain a fun, but clean, city. 


ratio of those with four years of training or 
more beyond high school, has improved 
spectacularly.

Whatever the limitations and 
inadequacies 
of our 
enormous 
school 


expenditure effort 
in Wisconsin, it is 


necessary at intervals to remind ourselves 
that we are in fact moving ahead at a pace 
that would have startled our immediate 
ancestors. 


No Buvha From Red China? 


The United States has no trade relations 


with 
Communist 
China, North Korea, 


North Vietnam or Cuba — countries 
deemed to have hostile Red leadership in 
contrast to the Soviet Union and eastern 
European nations which deal with us on a 
limited basis. 


The visitor in the Far East finds that 


some goods coming from Red China are 
both inexpensive and of good quality. This 
is especially true of some of the traditional 
handicrafts, the jade sculpturings, woven 
wool rugs, intricately carved furniture. But 
the American can only look, not buy. There 
is nothing against his purchasing the goods, 
of course, but he is not permitted to bring 
them back with him to the United States. 
Indeed for a large number of Chinese type 
articles he must possess a certificate of 
origin to prove that it was made in Hong 
Kong or Taiwan and not by Communists. 
The C.C O.'s are carefully collected by 
customs officials back in the United States. 


While we may wonder just how much 


we are depriving Chinese merchants by our 
policy, the news that the Agency for 
International 
Development 
accidentally 


contracted for rice for South Vietnam with 
a Communist Chinese firm indicates that 
the policy can be evaded and sometimes for 
a large sum. The Chinese firm received 
some $544,000 for the rice and three Saigon 
officials who arranged it pocketed $92,000 
in kickbacks. In Asia this is the traditional 
way of doing business. We must suspect 
that there are innumerable such incidents 
that never do come to light. Last summer it 
turned out that another Red Chinese firm 
was enthusiastically selling concrete both 
to North Vietnam and to American officials 
in South Vietnam 


(Somehow it seems as if the time of 


American officials could better be spent 
trying to make sure the big deals with their 
kickbacks do not go through instead of 
worrying that an American tourist might 
buy an ivory chess set or a bolt of silk 
from the wrong side in China.)

No wonder every place I go 


I find a feeling that no matter 
what we do, no matter what 
cur sacrifices, we are some- 
how being thrown away — a 
tax-weary, war-weary, infla- 
tion-weary, crime-weary, riot- 
weary country. 


Throughout the session, his 


stalwarts in this Congress and 
President Johnson alike have 
behaved as if there were "just 
us chickens," as political old- 
sters used to say, and that can 
be very, very expensive to 
them in November, 1968.

Today, of course, a song 


that lasts for three months is 
what the disc jockeys call "a 
golden oldie." The pace has 
been so speeded up, and the 
rate of obsolesence 
is 
so 


relentless, that the day before 
yesterday might as well have 
been a year ago. 


This would be of no conse- 


quence if it applied only to 
such social ephemera as popu- 
lar songs. But it applies to 
everything else as well, and 
this is what makes teaching so 
doubly difficult in the modern 
era: Our connections to the 
past have been nearly severed. 


To those of us w h o lived 


through 
the 
Depression, it 


remains a never-to-be-forgot- 
ten episode of human suffering 
and degradation. To those who 
lived through the decade of 
Nazism, it remains likewise a 
hideously demonic era that 
seems more like a nightmare 
than reality. 


But to young people today, 


both these events might be as 


remote 
in history as 
the 


Crusades or the War of the 
Roses. It is nearly impossible 
to convey the profound effect 
they had on modern history. 


A sense of perspective, of 


continuity, is one of the most 
important 
elements in 
the 


teaching of the young; without 
it, they cannot understand the 
interwoven tapestry of human 
history, and instead of seeing 
"cause and effect" they see 
only isolated and meaningless 
incidents. 


If 
10 years ago might as 


well be 100 years ago, then all 
proportion is blurred, and Hit- 
lerism is no more relevant td 
our age than the exploits of 
Charlemagne or Napoleon. But 
there is an Ariadne's thread in 
history which leads us to the 
center of the labyrinth; and 
when this thread is snapped, 
we can only wander disconso- 
lately through the maze, for- 
ever b u m p i n g our heads 
against dead ends. 


In rejecting the horrors and 


errors of the past, the young 
tend to reject the past in loto, 
and thus become incapable of 
learning from it. Because the 
rate of chpnge is so great and 
so steady in modern life, a 
year becomes outdated faster 
than a decade used to; and 
our sense of time becomes as 
blurred as a speeded-up movie 
camera. 


Education is largely a pro- 


cess of "eliciting" the past, 
and projecting it into the 
present and future. But when 
even the recent past is so 
confused, remote, and "dead" 
to young minds, little can be 
elicited that will strike any 
responsive emotional chord. 
And, meanwhile, the Minotaur 
awaits our youths and maid- 
ens, licking Its chops In the 
middle of the maze.
